NEW PASS TO BE MADE. 


IMPORTANT UNDERTAKING. 


A most important improvement in the port 
of Alexandria is.to be undertaken immediately, 
and to-morrow the first dredger for the work is 
arriving at “Alexandria. The Egyptian Govern- 
ment has determined to construct anewpassfor 
entrance to the harbour |as owing to the 
enormous and continuous increase in the size 
of modern vessels the present entry by way of 
the Boghag, pass is toosmall for the largest type 
of ships. For instance, when the White Star 
liner “Celtic” arrived here the season before 
last she hal to lie outside the harbour. 

The Boghsz pass is only 31 feet in depth 
and can only admit asa/maximum vessels 
drawing from 29 to 80 feet of water, and then 
only in the smoothest sea. | The new pass is 
to be dredged to the depth of 35 feet and will 
thus be able to admit the largest ships afloat. 

The dredger, which arrives from Malta to- 
morrow, is convoyed by H. M.8. “Juno,” a 


second-class cruiser under | the command. o:}i 


Captain Christian, R.N. This dredger, the 
“St. Lawrence,” belongs to the Admiralty and 
is of the type known as “Saints.” She has very 
powerful machinery and it is expected that 
her dredging capacity is approximately six 
hundred tons per hour. 

The construction of the new pasa will begin 
at once. It will make the harbour moat effi- 
cient, for the alternative | entrance will be 
especially useful when one orother of the passes 
gets blocked. The new pass will be the same 
as the present pass from 4 navigator’s point 
of view, with leading lights. 

The Ports and Lighthouses Administration 
is also negotiating with the Admiralty for the 
hire of a second dredger for the same work. 
Another dredger is arriying from Cyprus in 
aboutten days’ time.

£350 to the staff’s provident fund, leaving an 
available balance of £10,389 15s. 7d. Out of 
this we recommend a dividend of 5} per cent.

£400,000 at our disposal, and that we have 
every reason to hope that no important som 
will remain idle on this side, I honestly believe, 
as far as aman can make prognostications for 
years to come, that a net profit of £15,000 will 
not be an exaggerated average; so that I 
think you can safely inaugurate this year 
the era of a ten per cent. dividend.” If 
you approve of that, we hope in the future 
to pay you 10 per cent. by equal half-yearly 
payments—that is to say, 5 per cent. in No- 
vember next and 5 per cent. in May. I 
have referred once or twice to my friend, 
Mr. Huri, who, I am happy to aay, is pre- 
sent to-day and will be able to give you 
any information you wish. I am sure the 
shareholders will recognise, as the directors 
have always done, the great debt of gratitude 
they owe to Mr. Huri for the ability and 
devotion he has given to the company’s 
affairs. I will now simply propose: ‘That 
the report and accounts of the directors, 
submitted to this meeting, be, and are hereby 
received and adopted, and that, as recom- 
mended by the board, a dividend at the rate 
of 10 per cent. per annum on the paid-up 
share capital of the company for the year 
ended March 31, 1905,—(consisting of an in- 
terim dividend of 44 per cent. for the six 
months ended September 30, 1904, paid by 
the board on account in November last, and 
54 per cent. for the six months ended 
March 31 last, now tobe paid), be, and is 
bereby, declared payable, free of income-tax.” 

Viscount Hampden, G.C.M.G., seconded the 
motion. 

Mr.Skeel said there were two classes of share- 
holders who certainly ought to congratulate 
the directors on the satisfactory result they 
had obtained, namely, the\ original share- 
holders, who paid £5 for their shares, and 
those shareholders who took up their shares 
at £5 16s. According to the report, the first 
section had come by their own again, as had 
also those who paid £5 16s. for their shares. 
As he was the holder of both those classes 
of shares, he was very grateful to the direc- 
tors for what they had done for them.

‘The twenty-fifth annual general meeting of

The Chairman said: On the last two or 
three oceasions I bave had the pleasure of 
addressing you I think I have commenced my 
address by saying that I hoped the shareholders 
had as much pleasure in reading the report as 
the directors had in preparing it. At the risk 

{ appearing monotonous and incapable of any 
fresh ideas on the subject, I should like to 
begin in the same way to-day, because I am 
convinced that the shareholders will have read 
the report with much satisfaction. We told 
you last year that we had every reason to be 
satisfied with the position of the company and 
that we looked forward with confidence to the 
future. The result of the past year’s working 
has shown that we were not too sanguine. The 
reserve fund has been built up to £50,000, in 
addition to the capital reserve of £25,180, and 
that amount having been obtained, we have 
decided to distribute the bulk of the year’s 
profits in payment of the dividend. We pro- 
pose to pay at the rate of 10 per cent. for the 
whole year, as against 9 per cent. for the pre- 
ceding oue. We are glad to be able to do this 
with still a margin left, as we feel that the 
shareholders have ‘exercised much patience and 
forbearance in the past, and are entitled to the 
{ull benefit of our present prosperity. 

‘(he amount of capital invested this time last 
year was L.E.459,567. During the past year 
new loans and investments have been made

Very remunerative business has been done in 
this branch, which is being taken advantage of 
by private individuals and by companies. Bat 
where the rise has been most marked is in the 
value of land for building purposes in Cairo 
and Alexandria and their suburbs. There the 
increase has attained incredible proportions, 
and one cannot say that it is not justified.

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THE TRADE OF EGYPT. 
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CUSTOMS RETURNS FOR APRIL. 


Egyptian trade continues to make very 
satisfactory progress. The totals of the imports 
month by month show considerable increases 
over those of last year, and the expansive 
power of the Egyptian imports appears to be 
limitless. Last year, the total value of tho im- 
ports, exclusive of tobacco, was L.E. 19,889,000, 
or L.E. 3,742,000 more than in 1903. It was 
difficult to, believe that the imports would 
show much of a surplus over the figures 
month by month of the record year that has 
just passed. Yet as month by month passes 
of the preseut year, steady progress is main- 
tained, and from the beginning of the year 
to the end of last month the value of the 
imports, L E. 6,441,459, shows an increase of 
L.E. 640,342 over the figures for the corres- 
ponding period of last year, L.E. 5,801,119. 
The total for last month was L.E. 1,602,959, 
a surplus of L.E. 87,357 over April, 1904. 

The imports from England in April amounted 


to L.E. 573,724, as against L,E. 521,879 tor the. 


same month last year. For the first four 
months the imports from home totalled 
LE. 2,146,677, against LE. 1,962,977 for the 
corresponding period i in the Previous year. 

The biggest increase in imports last month 
was in cotton textures, which amounted to 
L.E. 248,658, or L.E. 43,388 over the previous 
April. This class of imports for the first four 
months of this year amounted in value to 
L.E. 971,703, an increase of L.E, 216,868 over 
the same period in 1904. 

The exports for April amounted to L.E. 
1,521,871, an increase of L.E, 70,869. Owing 
to the decrease in cotton exports since the 

inning of the year. L.E. 1,968,075 less than 
the corresponding four months in 19u4, there 
is a good deal of leeway to make up, and the 
total exports from January 1 to the 30th alto. 
L.E. 7,025,998, show a decrease of LE. 
1,691,480 compared with the same period the 
previous year. 

The exports to England in April amounted 
to L.E. 805,991, as against L.E. 698,788 in 
the previvus April. The chief increase in the 
April exports was in sugar cane, L.E. 50,073, 
an increase of L.E. 45,597. Next came dnions, 
L.E. 181,183, an increase of L.E. 33,262. 
Cotton seed was a bad third, L.E. 116,751, an 
increase of L.E. 15,902. The increases in these 
three classes of exports during the first four 
months of the year compared with the same 
period in 1904 have been, respectively, L.E. 
201,054, L.E. 83,222, and LE. 7,850. The 
biggest decreases during the same period, 
exclusive of cotton, have been in the case of 
beans, eggs, and rice, which show decreases 
compared with the first four months of 1904 
respectively of L.E. 22,588, LE. 19,534, and 
L.E. 13,861.
